The cooling. bed removes’ this 
artificial kink ond leaves the rail almost 
straight. Such kinks as may remain 
are. then eliminated by. the blows of a 
powerful plunger,.a process applied to 
the four sides as needed, Burrs and 
roughness are removed by chipping. and: 
grinding, the ends are filed to perfect 
smoothness, and the rail is.ready to: be 
drilled. The drilling produces holes at 
each end for. the insertion of the bolts 
by means of’ which rails are joined 
together in the Construction of a stretch 
of railway track. :
